i'he book descnbiutj the collec- 


tion 1^ the uuost complete ever priuted 
aud contains many little JJIJOWLI his 
toncal laetb concerning the diflereut 
flags carried by the revolutiouary sol- 
diers before the first eusigu bearing 
the stars aud stripeo was adopted by 
the coutiueutal congress. 


All the flags iu ihe collectiou are 


made of silt aud have been accu 
rarely copied from time to time foi- 


caretul investigations concern- 


ing the adopiiou of the various de- 
signs, by whom ihey were made aud 
presented, the battles iu whirh they 
figured aud .so on. From the collec- 
tiou can be learned the uuauuer iu 
which the stars 
aud 
stripes were 


evolved, the flag containing the nrst 
stripes as well as that containing the 
nr=t stars used being included m it. 


Jt is not generally known that the 


first flag that contained stripe; repre- 
senting the IS original states was tbe 
standard of tne Fust Troop of PniJa j 
deipuia City 
Cavalry, which wa= 


known m the revolution as the Phila- 
delphia Iroop of Light Hor*e. Tbi= 
flaic was presented to the organization 
at the outbreak of the revolution, in 
1775. 
by Captain Abranain Alarkoe 


and was carried in the battles ofTreu- 
tiou. Princeton, Braudywiue and Ger- 
mautowu 
It is carefully preserved 


by the First City Troop in its armory 
in Philadelphia 
The idea of the 


stripes, which is said to have been 
copied from the flag of Holland, sug- 
gested the arrau.gem.eut of the stripes 
ou the present national eusigu. 


Another interesting dag represent- 


ed iu the collectiou which has ruuc-h 
local importance is 
the banner of 


Pulaski's Lemiou, which was made for 
and presented to Count Pulaskiby the 
Moravian sisters at Bethlehem. This 
was a cavalry guidon of double erirn- 
son silk with diflereut designs on eacn 
side, jfulaski bore the bauuer gallant- 
ly through many txatties until tie fell 
mortally wounded at Savannah in tne 
autuaiu of 177&. The flag was saved 
by his lieutenant, though himself 
s.irely wounded, aud earned back to 
Baltimore, where it uow reposes in 
the museum of the Maryland Histori- 
cal society at Baltimore. 


Colouel Proctor's independent bat- 


talion of Westmoreland county, Pa., 
carried its own flag throughout the 
revolution, which also is contained iu 
the collection. It is of great interest 
oecause it consists of the English en- 
sign altered for the use of the Ameri- 
can patriots, the cross of St. Andrew- 
being contained in a cautou in a cor- 
ner, while the Dody of the flag is crim- 
son. In the ceuter of the field is a rat- i 
rlesnake coiled in the attitude of strik- 
ing, and the motto. "Don't Tread on i 
Me." This design ofasuake formed 
the principal device for the flag car- 
ried by the continental uavy, which Is 
also represented.

Mass of Road Law Proposed, 


Demands for State aid In the con- 


struction and maintenance of roads 
and for extension ol the State's pro- 
posed system of main, highways have 
reached such proportions in the legis- 
lature that the passage of the resolu- 
tion submitting to the people the Ques- 
tion of allowing the State to issue 
bonds to the extent of $oO.OOO,UflO for 
road building appears to offer the only 
feasible solution of the problem. It is 
being recognized, that it will be impos- 
sible to secure any satisfactory de- 
velopment of the highways of Pennsyl- 
vania unless there is a definitely estab- 
lished appropriation system. In other 
words the building: of roads over a 
period of years must be governed by 
some understanding as to how much 
money there will be at hand, just as 
in a house building program. 


The proposed township road law 


would provide that the State- give aid 
in the development of roads to the ex- 
tent of §50 per mile, the estimate to 
carry out this program being 83.000.- 
000- 
The State- Is also committed to 


the policy of granting state aid for con- 
struction of roads by counties, town- 
ships and boroughs, which will take 
another million dollars. Then money 
must be provided for maintenance of 


• State highways. 
Therefore without 


counting operating expenses of the 
state highway department there will 
be between So.000.000 and S6.000.000 
required in addition to funds for the 
.building of the main highways. Such 
an amount cannot be provided out of 
the ordinary revenues, and under the 
circumstances the passage of the bond 
issue resolution by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, where it is at present, 
would seem to be the logical method 
of nnaacing the road, building opera- 
tions of trie State. The Senate" has 
passed the bond issue resolution.

Cause of Infantile Paralysis 


Illustrating his statements with mic- 


lophotographs. Dr. Simon Flexner. Di- 


: Rockefeller Institute for 


Researcn. Xew York City, 


told an audience at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital. Balto.. last week that the 
organism which was the cause of in- 
fantile paralysis was one of the small- 
est which had ever been identified. As 
shown upon the screen, in an enlarged 
view of a section of spinal cord in- 
fected witn it. the germ appeared in a 
chain-like form, in a wavy line. 


Dr. Flexner stared that in the culti- 


vation of it the use of a medium freed 
from oxygen nad been found neces- 
sary, and that because it could grow- 
only in the absence of oxygen it would 
never be found in blood or in any cav- 
ity containing oxygen. 
In the culti- 


vation of it tissue infected with the 
virus was placed in a receptacle from 
which the air was drawn by means of 
a vacuum pump and under the result- 
ant condition the virus was nropaga- 
ted. 


Yfith this virus. Dr. Flexner said, 


infantile paralysis had been induced in 
monkeys which were Infected with it. 
Views taken from sections of the spi- 
nal cord of monkeys so infected were 
shown, together with views of sections 
from the spinal cord of a human pa- 
tient suffering from the disease, and. 
the Identity of the organism so dem- 
onstrated. 


Dr. Flexner. referring to a treatise 


by Dr. Rosenau. of "Washington, set- 
ting forth the discovery that Infec- 
tion with infantile paralysis was cau- 
sed by the stable ny. said that in his 
own research he had not been able to 
establish the fact that infection Is 
caused by the fly. though he had no 
doubt that Dr. Rosenau had done so. 


In the course of his experiments he 


said, he had employed for observation, 
other insects which where allowed to 
bite monkeys Infected with the di- 
sease, and had found that the insects 
thus became Infected with the germ. 
and retained it for a period of eight 
days, but he had not succeeded In in- 
fecting monkeys with the disease by 
having them bitten by insects so in- 
fected. 


The importance of this discovery by 


Dr. Flexner. as related to the possible 
reduction of loss of life and Injury to 
health from infantile paralysis, it was 
pointed out after his address, lies in 
the probability that, now that the 
virus has been Identified, and with the 
other knowledge acquired through, his 
experiments, the treatment of the di- 
sease may proceed along more definite 
liues. and the discovery of a serum 
for the cure of it may be looked upon 
as practicable and rossibly early to bs 
accomplished. 


The discovery of such a serum, it 


was furrner pointed out. would not 
only save many lives, but would pre- 
vent much suffering from the effects 
of infantile paralysis ia cases where 
the disease was not immediately fatal. 


TVhen infantile paralysis Is epi- 


demic, it was stated, the percentage o£ 


j fatalities Is heavy, and while it had 
i generally been found possible in spo- 
| radic cases to save the lives of the pa- 
j tients. almost Invariably they suffered 
j thereafter from paralytic conditions, 
j 
Doctor Flexner. it was pointed out 


i in this connection, was the first to use 
serum in the treatment of cerebro-spl- 
nal meningitis.

sequent suction tears up the surface 
of the road and strews it around. 
Some of this flies off in dust, some of 
it comes to the surface in the form of 
loose stones. 
Furthermore, the auto- 


mobile weighs many times what the 
horse drawn vehicle weighs. Jt weighs 
thousands where the -other weighed 
hundreds of pounds. It, must have a 
more soli-el and compact roadbed to run 
on if the roadbed is to stand up^under 
any kind of wear and tear. This fact 
became known ten years ago when the 
automobile began to make its appear- 
ance.

First of all the sub-grade is shaped)

On this 
sub-srade a heavy stone ballast is laid 
from four to ten inches deep, accord- 
Ing to the amount of traffic to be car- 
ried by the road. This is rolled down 
ay a twenty ton steam roller. On the 
top of this ballast another layer of 
one and one-half inch stone is laid 
a ue second layer is about two and 
half or three inches deep, and is cov- 
ered with a coal-tar product. 


The second layer of stone after hav- 


ing oeen covered with the road stuff 
is covered with finely crushed stone 
and rolled until it is solid. This third 
coating of stone is again covered with 
coal tar product of a lighter consisten- 
cy, which sinks into the interstices 
and binds the whole structure togetner 
in one compact vitreous mass. This 
is rolled again until it is solid.
